Th is is th e famou s bit of tissu e kept alive by 
Dr. Alexis Carrell at th e Rockefeller Institu te. It 
liv es in a specially prepared cu ltu re, and eveiy 
no w and th en Dr. Carrell h as to snip little bits 
o ff o f it to keep it from growing too big. It h as 
liv ed fo ur times as long as th e life-span of an 
o rdinary ch icken, and th ere seems to be no good 
reason wh y it sh ou ld not go on indefinitely. 
It gives u s a creepy feeling, someh ow, th e 
tho ught of th is blind, mu tilated and sou lless bit 
of animal m atter pu lsing its way th rou gh a 
seemingly endless existence. Wh at is life, any­ 
way, th at a scientist can so casu ally imprison a 
fragm ent of it in a little glass tu be? W h at is 
death , th at it can be defeated so easily? 
As you migh t expect, Dr. Carrell’s stu dies of 
this cu riosity h ave led h im to make some odd 
specu lations. 
He h as su ggested, for instance, 
that th e only reason wh y men and women can­ 
no t live forever, with ou t bodily deterioration, is 
the fact th at th ey h ave brain cells. Cells in or­ 
dinary tissu e can mu ltiply and replace th em ­ 
selv es indefinitely; brain cells cannot; h ence we 
are mortal and not death less. 
Fu tu re generations may look back on th is 
who le experiment as one of th e most important 
o f all of m ankind’s u ndertakings. Wh o knows 
what discoveries may come from it; wh at new 
u nderstanding of th e secret of longevity and 
disease; wh at new th eories by wh ich men can 
assu re th emselves longer lives and more com­ 
plete growth ? 
Bu t it is fu tile to specu late abou t th ese th ings. 
They are topics for th e specialists; th ey are be­ 
yond ou r u nderstanding. We can only gape at 
the experiment itself, and indu lge in th ose qu eer 
spinal sh ivers th at come wh en we are confronted 
with a mystery th at is u tterly beyond ou r u nder­ 
standing.

SAFEGUARDS 
Th e average citizen is ignorant of th e elab­ 
orate precau tions taken by th e pu blic h ealth 
service to protect h im from commu nicable dis 
ease both at h ome and wh ile traveling. It i 
commonly known th at qu arantines aie main 
tained and water sou rces treated, bu t beyond 
th at th e citizenry knows' little of th e work of 
local, state and federal h ealth agencies. 
Carefu l gu ard is kept to protect th e h ealth of 
travelers and to control th e spread of disease 
from one commu nity to anoth er and from one 
state to anoth er. Th is requ ires organization and 
care. 
Railroad and steamsh ip companies wou ld be 
u nable to afford th e h ealth protection, wh ich 
th ey desire th at th eir patrons sh ou ld enjoy, u n­ 
less th ey received th e cooperation and expert 
knowledge of th e pu blic h ealth service. 
Common carriers operate u nder strict regu la­ 
tions for sanitary reasons. Th eir water su pply 
is tested frequ ently. 
Foodstu ffs sold in th eir 
dining rooms and cars are inspected and th e men 
and women wh o h andle th at food mu st su bmit 
to medical examinations. Th e qu arantines en­ 
forced on all steamsh ips in international transit 
are well known, bu t it is not so well known th at 
railroad yards in wh ich passenger coach es are 
cleaned and replenish ed are u nder strict sani­ 
tary su pervision. 
Th ese facts h elp to explain wh y commu nicable 
disease is seldom carried from one commu nity 
to anoth er by th e traveling pu blic.
